A NEW LIEUT. GOVERNOR. 


Whether his honor Edgar Dewdney, lieu- 
tenant-governor of the North-West territor- 
eis and Indian commissioner, has discharged 
the duties of his double office in a manner 
conducive to the general interest or not the 
end of the term for which he was appointed 
ia at hand and there are many hungry, 
souls waiting for the place at the 
public trough which he must soon vacate, 
through conipletion of term if not from re- 
pletion of pocket or depletion of usefulness. 
Already several names are mentioned of al- 
leged aspirants, including Judge Brooks,who 
accompanied Lady Macdonald on her recent 
North-Western trip, and hon. Joseph Royal, 
M.P. for Provencher, while the Leader no- 
minates Mr. Dewdney to succeed himself; 
this latter, however, may be taken rather as 
& vote of thanks than an actual motion. 

What dirty work Judge Brooks has done or 
is considered capable of doing that would 
qualify him to worthily fill the hon. Edgar's 
shoes has not as yet been divulged, but were 
the Indian Commiasionership separated from 
the higher sounding but less important office, 
no doubt on general principles Judge Brooks 

~or almost any other man—would be able 
to fill the bill. The work of keeping the po- 
ulation more or léss liberally supphed with 
whiskey permits cannot be a very great strain 
on the holder of an office of which this is the 
heaviest duty, But when the Indian comn- 
missionership is considered we take the lib- 
erty to demand that in the interests of Cana- 
da, of the people of the North-West and of 
the Indians themselves no inexperienced man 
be placed in that—at present highly import: 
ant—office, Besides experience is required a 
high order of intelligence and probity. These 
qualities no doubt Judge Brooks possesses, 
but without experience they lose half their 
value. 

Mr, Royal's claim to the lieutenont-govern- 
Orship liesin the fact that he is of French 
race, while the chief opposition that he will 
encounter will probably be on the same ac- 
count. The BuLLETIN recognizes the fact 
that so long as a very large proportion of the 
country is of French race, and so long a8 the 
government of the day is supported in pow- 
er by @ larger or smaller proportion of that 
race 80 long a share of the patronage at the 
disposal of the government must be awarded 
it. It would be most unfair, if because the 
English race isin a majority in Canada the 
French should receive no part of the public 
patronage, Therefore if Mr. Royal is other- 
wise fitted for the position no objection 
should be urged against bim on account of 
his race, But judged on his personal merits 
Mr. Royal must be counted out, He is aman 
of ability who has used that ability, with his 
race and religion as a lever,to advantage him- 
self but never those over whose backs he had 
acceeded to power. From the time of Mr. 
Royal's first arrival in Manitoba to the pre. 
sent he has been the acknowledged champion 
of French half-breed rights, and yet although 
he has held high positions all this time by 
the votes of the half-breeds, many of these 
people in the province of Manitoba are as far 
from receiving patents for their lands to-day 
a8 their brethren on the Saskatchewan. Nor 
has Mr. Royal's course towards the white set- 
tlere been more encouraging. When 
the first farmers’ union agitation be 
gan in Manitoba, when the people were 
ground down by grain buying and grain car- 
rying monopolies of the worst kind; when 
the Winnipeg board of trade made common 
Cause with the farmers for the removal of 
these evils, where was Mr. Royal’ He de- 
clared at a banquet given in his honor that 
the people were complaining without cause 
and that those who complained were annex- 
ationists, Judging him by his previous re- 
cord Mr. Roya! would follow too closely in 
Mr. Dewdney’s lead of time and self serving 
to be either a useful or satisfactory lieuten- 
ant-governor or Indian commissioner.

Sir A. T. Galt’s name has been mentioned 
in thie connection. With his large interests 


@ public man his ability to confer honer on 
the position of lieutenant-governor is un- 
questioned, but his lack of practical acquaint- 
ance with the Indian question should bea 
bar to his appointment as Indian commission- 
er at the present critical time. 

There is jnst one n.an in Canada, a resident 
of the territories, who by long experience, 
by well proven ability, by having secured the 
respect and confidence of every classand race 
throughout the territories wherever his name 
is known and by the various positions which 
he has already held, is thoroughly fitted to 
discharge the duties of lieutenant-governor 
and Indian commissioner during the next 
four years, be they as critical as they may-- 
to unravel the crooked Indian policy that has 
been pursued and lay down a new policy that 
shall serve as a standard for the future. It 
is to be hoped that the government will see 
its way around all ‘ political exigencies ” to 
appoint Col. Jas, F, MacLeod ou next lieu- 
enant-governor and Indian conmissioner,

TEACHER'S REPORT. 
EpMonTon, Jan. 23rd, 1886, 

Mr. C. F. Strang,Secretary Edmonton School 
Board. 

s$ir,—In accordance with the school ordin- 
ance of 1884 it is my duty as teacher of the 
Edmonton Protestant public school for the 
year 1886 to furnish you with the following 
particulars, namely : 

1. The number of days on which the pub- 
lic school was held open during the past year 
was 195 days. 2. The total number of child- 
ren attending school during that period was 
84 ; of which 48 were boys and 36 girls. 3. 
The average age of the children attending 
school for that time was nine and one half 
vears. 4 The average daily attendance 
throughout the year was 38, 5. The branch- 
es ef education taught were reading, writing 
arithmetic, geography, dictation, spelling, 
history and grammar. 6. The pupils are di- 
vided into four divisions or forms—lst, 2nd 
8rd and 4th—and these in into junior and 
senior subdivisions. (a) Reading, writing 
and arithmetic are taught to the pupils in the 
junior and senior subdivisions of the first 
form. (b) Reading, writing, arithmetic and 
easy lessons in general geographs to the 

upilsin the subdivisions of the 2nd form. 
(c) Reading, writing, arithmetic, geography 
and spelling to the subdivisions of the 3rd 
form. (d) Reading, writing, arithmetic, geo- 
graphy, dictation and spelling to the junior 
subdivision of the 4th form, and the same 
with the addition of history and grammar to 
the senior subdivision of the 4th form. 

RICHARD SECORD,

THE annual meeting of the Edmonton 
school trustees took place on Tuesday after- 
noon at 8 o’clock, M. McCauley in the chair. 
The principal business transacted was the 
adoption of the teacher’s report, and the 
election of Mr. J.C. Cameron to be trustee 
in room of W. 8. Robertson. In answer toa 
question the chairman said that when the 
secretary applied for the necessary blanks 
his honor the lieutenant-governor had in- 
formed the trustees that the ordinance of 1884 
would have to be amended before it would be 
workable, and instructed them not to pro- 
ceed with the assessment until the ordinance 
was amended. Mail before last Mr. McCau- 
ley received instructions from his honor to 
proceed with the assessment as the ordinance 
of 1884 would be in force until the 1st of Feb- 
rusry. A desultory discussion took place on 
the right his honor had to abrogate an ordi- 
nace of the North-West Council and ap- 
proved by the governor-veneral. No finan- 
cial report was submitted. The ways and 
means to provide funds to meet present lia- 
bilities and reopen the school were discussed 
with the result of a motion by G. P. Sander- 
son seconded by T. B. Henderson that a sub- 
ecription list be circulated among the rate- 
payers to raise the necessary funds to re-open 
the school, the amounts 80 subscribed to be 
deducted from the taxes of the subscribers. 
Carried. Before the opening of the school 
meeting Capt. C. F. Strang read a petition to 
His Excellency the Governor-general setting 
forth the claims of the Edmonton volunteers 
and home guardsand the St. Albert mounted 
scouts to receive land grants and arrears of 
pay. Also praying for paymentin full of the 
Alberta Field Force accounts and contracts 
yet unpaid. The petition was signed by all 
present.

General, sells or gives, or, inany other man- 
ner conveys to any Iudian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or ball cartridge, shall incur a penalty 
of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had: 

Now Know Ye that I, the said Right Hono- 
rable Sir John Alexander Macdonald, Super- 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, consid- 
ering it to be in the public interest so to do, 
do hereby give public notice that the sale, 
gift or other disposal to any Indian in the 
North-West Territories of Canada or in any 
part thereof of any fixed amtwunition or ball
